The department of Agriculture in 
summing up the conditions fur the 
year in Ohio has the following: 
The winter was generally favorable 
tj Iruit trees and neld crops. 


At the first of April farm work was 


backward and very little had been 
done. April was cool and wet with 
au unusually heavy snowfall on the 
19th to 22nd. Damage was done to 
fruit trees by ice ana snow in eastern 
counties and much injury was done to 
fields by the overflowing waters in 
the south and southeast. There was 
an improvement in the condition of 
wheat. 


May was cool and slightly wetter 


than the normal. Warm weather and 
sunshine during the last of April and 
first week in May advanced vegeta- 
tion and considerable farm work was 
done. Corn planting began in the ex- 
treme south at this time. Frosts were 
general in the north on the third to 
fifth and in most districts on the 13ih 
but without serious damage. The 
month was wo cool and wet for corn. 
Apples had

bloom. Wheat did well. 


The first of June was usually cool 


and the last part unusually "warm. 
Light frosts occurred iu the north OQ 
the 3rd, 8th and 9th.

William Urns Gives Valuable Ad.ke to 


Those Who are Hunting For 


Pearls. 


William .Burns, the well known jew- 
eler, has been investigating the qnes- 
tion of pearls In the Muskingum, 
Walhonding and Tuscarawas. and em- 
bodies a few thoughts of interest in 
the following article: 


-Having been called upon many 
times in the past twenty years by 
friends, who had gathered small lots 
of pearls from the mussels of our river 
beds, asking for valuation, and as yet- 
never having found a lot of anv nom- 
inal value, 1 hvae deemed it worth 
while, now that pearls are in great de- 
mand, and worth many times more 
than ever before, to furnish some in- 
formation, and make suggestions,that 
should anyone desire to engage in 
pearl fishing, he may undertake it in 
an intelligent manner. 
"Pearls are rarely found in empty 
shells, if so, are embeded so securely 
that no one but- an expert should at- 
tempt, to remove them. 
The fines t 


and largest pearls are found in those 
shells^xmtaming live mussel, and are 
lose in the meat of the mussel. 
To 
those desiring to try.l would sugguest 
they equip themselves with a good 
long toothed rake with long handle, 
and a basket or bag to be suspended 
on the body while fishing. Also a 
good strong knife such as used by oys- 
ter dealers ia opening the shell. 
Your field o' operation should 
be 


where 
there is 
a 
large 
bed of 
musssels, as you 
will 
doubtless 


have to 
open 
many 
hundreds of 


them without finding a single pearl of 
value. In hunting for shells aim togu 
in the deep water, and behmd large 
rocks or oostructions where the mus- 
sel may have lived for years undis- 
turbed, as the finest and largest pearls 
are only found in the large shells. 
'•Having raked the bottom carefuuy 
and filled your basket, with the larger 
shells, you should select some spot 
where 
yon can 
open the shells

Then, should a pearl drop 
out it can be readily seen. Great care 
must be exercised 111 opening the 
shell in order not to damage the pearl. 
The largest and finest pearls are gen- 
erally found in the thin point end of 
the shell, and a knife should never be 
inserted there. Select a point- on the 
shell as near the bit; end as possible, 
and insert the knife in such manner 
as to divide the ligament with which 
the animal holds the two parts of 
the 
shell 
together.

carefuliv the

tcterior 


in order that you may be more dex- 
trous in future operations and under- 
stand how to avoid injury to the 
pearl should the cavity contain one. 


"Yon will no doubt find small irreg- 


ular shaped pieces distributed all 
through the animal, but all that are 
of any value are those perfectly round 
or pear shaped or those slightly irreg- 
ular but having a bright irridescent 
appearance. 
"Look carefully through each shell 


and contents before taking up the 
next. Pearl fishing is like prospect- 
ing for gold and precious stones, one 
of ereat uncertainty. Only patience 
and perseverance will bring results. A 
few hours' or days' experience with- 
out making a find should not cause 
discouragement. One of the finest 
pearls ever found in America was 
found in a river in this state and sold 
for 81,200. And I am well satisfied 
we have many pearls of value in our 
river beds of this vicinity, and there 
is no reason why one should not- strike 
a find that would bring a snnir for- 
tune.
